A ‘letter. from_a-correspondent in Peking, 
dated the zoth of Jast Moon and published in 
the Universal Gasetfe, speaks of the sacking 
of the.city of Ts‘ang-chow by a body of foreign

Peking {a stil 
regarded as the capital by all concerned; but 
it does not yet appeny whether the Emperor 
means to return alone to that city or to escort 
the chariot of the: revered’ Empress, Our 
author holds that the Tatter course would be 
-most unwise, and gives some good reasons for 
his belief, Ono of them {s that when Count 
von Waldersce first met with Li Hung-chan; 

he Jost no time in announcing that he ha 

received from the ‘German Emperor instruc- 
tions to teat Kuangshu: on his return with all 
the honours due to his Imperial dignity, but he 
‘did not mention baving received any such 
orders with regard to the Empress Dowager, 
This is in ilself significant, and when taken in 
connection with certain phases of the conduct 
of the Allies in Pekin it becomes doubly so. 
The fact is pointed out- that when the troops 
cntered the city the Iho Park’ was'at once 
selected ag a favourite looting ground, and not 
an article of clothing nor an abject of value 
was left in the place ; whereas the palace itseli 
remained untouched and was: scrupulously 
guarded by foroign troops. When von Walder- 
see arrived he took up his abode in the T-Iwan |: 
Tien, the private apartments of the Dowager 
Empress, but no such liberty’ has been taken 
with that p.rtof the pulsce. sacred to the Em- 

peror himself. ‘All dis shows clearly enough 


’ the feeling of the Allied Powers: towards Tsz- 


hsi. 

Apart from these. clear-indications it is also 
noted that the preamble to the twelve condi- 
tions of peace directly stutes that the Boxers 
and Imperial troops-acted in concert against 
the Legations in obedience to direct ‘orders 
from, whhin the palace, and this (oo is aken as 
pestis that friendly relations between the 

mpress, Dowager and the foreign authorities, 
are for ever impossible.’ The writer therefore 
concludes that Her Imperial’ Majesty has but 
to chose the lesser of two evils,'and that it 
needs no, expectional- wisdom to perceive that 
this will be residence in Shensi, undesirable ag 
that may be, rather: than’ a return to her 
desolated quarters in. Pekin and the easy grasp 
of her enemies. — Mercury.
